A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, Including the fee set forth 
in 37 CFR 1.17(e), was filed in this application after final rejection. Since this application is 
eligible for continued examination under 37 CFR 1 .1 14, and the fee set forth in 37 CFR 
1.17(e) has been timely paid, the finality of the previous Office action has been withdrawn 
pursuant to 37 CFR 1.114. Applicant's submission filed on April 1 1 , 2006 has been 
entered.

Claims 5 and 20 have been canceled per applicant's request. 

Claim Rejections • 35 USC § 102 

The text of those sections of Title 35, U.S. Code not included in this action can be 
found in a prior Office action. 

Claims 8-10, 12, and 14 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated 
by U.S. Patent 6,585,335 to Hwang et al., hereinafter, Hwang. Hwang discloses a support 
assembly capable of supporting a computer component, the assembly comprising: a rail 
(1); a support (2) adjacent the rail; a detent (241) extending from the support and engaged 
with an aperture (14) defined in the rail; an extension (3) coupled to the support, the 
extension having a portion (31) moveable with respect to the support between a first 
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position preventing sliding of the rail with respect to the support and a second position 
pernnitting sliding of the rail with respect to the support; wherein the rail has at least one 
recess (formed by lips 1 1 ) extending along a surface of the rail; wherein the rail has at 
least one detent (1 5) formed on a surface of the rail; wherein the support has at least one 
other extension (25) extending into the at least one recess of the rail; and wherein the at 
least one recess is oriented along a plane and the extension is positioned in the plane of 
the at least one recess when the extension is in the first position. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1-4, 6, 7, 17-19 are allowed. 

Claims 1 1 , 13, 15, and 16 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base 
claim, but would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations 
of the base claim and any intervening claims. 

Response to Arguments 

Applicant's arguments, see remarks, filed April 1 1 , 2006, with respect to the 35 
U.S.C. 102(b) rejection with the reference to Yamada and the 35 U.S.C. 103(a) rejection in 
view of the reference to Anthony have been fully considered and are persuasive. The 
rejections of claims 1 , 2, 4, 6, 7, 1 1 , 13, and 15-19 have been withdrawn. 

Applicant's arguments, see remarks, filed April 1 1 , 2006, with respect to the 
rejection(s) of claim(s) 8-10, 12, and 14 under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) have been fully considered 
and are persuasive. Therefore, the rejection has been withdrawn. However, upon further 
consideration, a new ground(s) of rejection is made in view of Hwang.
